Chairman MacHold said after the 
conference, which also was attended 
by Hill and Ogden Mills, undersecre-

mittee and Mr. Hoover, reporting aft- 
er there had been an agreement by 
the committee of three on  recom- 
mendations for candidates for federal 
offices in the state. 

While rather, unusual, the placing 
of Mr, Hill upon the committee was 
not expected as he headed the inde- 
pendent New York.

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GEORGIA OFFICIALS 
COMMEND TENDER 
10 COL. SAM TATE 
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Opinion Expressed That 
Business Man’s Appoint- 
ment as Road Head 
Would Be Good Move. 


Generhl satisfaction was expressed 
by state officials Friday over the 
publication of the report that Gov- 
ernor L. G. Hardman,had tendered 
to Colonel Sam Tate, of Tate, Ga., 
the chairmanship of the state high- 
way board to succeed John N. Holder. 
It also was the general opinion that 


the appointment of such an outstand- 
ing Georgian as Colonel Tate to this 
position would clarify the entire situa- 
tion relative to a reorganization of 
the state highway department and was 
virtually certain to obviate the prob- 
ability of an extra session of the state 
legislature. 

Political leaders of all factions 
united Friday in characterizing the re- 
ported tender to Colonel Tate as a 
forward move for the state, not only 
because of his business ability and 
capacity as an executive but because 
of the friendship he bears to leaders 
of all sides and creeds. . 

Governor Hardman, Friday did not 
officially confirm the report that the 
tender had been made to Colonel Tate, 
but it was generally accepted as true 
in political cireles. The report was 
published by The Constitution after 
it was widely reported in Atlanta ho- 
tel Jobbies Thursday night and at the 
state capitol Thursday afternoon that 
the governor had held a’ conference 
with Colonel Tate and that .he tender 
had* been made. “Friends of Colone! 
Tate, who are close to him personal- 
ly. stated after the conference that 
the tender had heen made,to Colonel 
Tate and that he had agreed to accept 
the post when it is vacatcd by Mr. 
Holder. 
~-Jt- was the general opinion thatthe 
situation is now cleared to such.an ex- 
tent that Colonel Tate will be able to 
reach an amicable agreement with 
Chairman Holder as to the time the 
chairman retires and ‘turns over his 
position to Colonel Tate. For many 
years Chairman Holder and Colonel 
Tate have been personal friends and 
it was indicated that friction over the 
time when the present chairman re- 
tires could be fixed amicably. 

The governor had no further com- 
ment to make on the situation Fri- 
day. It was the general belief at the 
capitol Friday that the new move will 
clarify the entire situation to a point 
where there will be no extra sessjon 
of the state legislature and to a point 
where the new chairman can assume 
his duties probably during the regular 
session of the legislature and possi- 
bly even before that time. 

Colonel Tate is the head of the Tate 
Marble company and is one of the 
outstanding businessmen of the south. 
He has never held a political office 
but has held many big business posts 
with various organizations of a non- 
political nature throughout his state 
and the country,

ATTACK ON THRASH 
CAUSES SENSATION 


Conyers Charges Expert 
With Stating Privately 
He Didn’t Believe Harsh 
Mentally Capable.

The last ditch struggle in the gi- 
gantic battle for the life of George 
Rutherford Harsh is on. As the dark 
shadows of.a midwinter night fell 
upon the Fulton county courthouse 


pleted one of his famous pleas for 
the life of a client, the state, Through 
Assistant Solicitor Ed. A. Stephens, 
already having asked his death in the 
electric chair for the murder of Wil- 
lard Smith, drug store manager, slain 
in a holdup of the McRoberts phar- 
macy, 802 Boulevard, N. E., on the 
night of Octeber 15. 

The final arguments of the trial 
got under way late Friday afternoon 
after a defense attack on a state's 
witness had created a furore and for 
a time@threatened to imperil the en-

Oakland, Calif., January 18.—(?)— 
Preparations were being made here 
today for the funeral of Antop A. 
Tibbee, father of the modern corn cob 
pipe and the man who put Washing- 
ton, Mo., on the map as capital of the 
cob pipe or “Missouri meerschaum” 


industry. » 

He died Wednesday at tke Liver- 
more sanitarium following a_ six- 
months illness. Mr. Tibbe was 70 
years old, 

Mr. Tibbe’s father, Henry Tibbe, 
a wood worker, hit on the value of 
corn cob pipes a half century ago 
while accommodating a neighbor, who 
asked him to bore out an extra large 
cob with his lathe, and fashion him 
a pipe. The elder Tibbe realized the 
novelty of the pipe and gathered a 
few cobs and carried on a small pipe 
manufacturing business, but it re- 
mained for his son to put the business 
oyer in a big way. 

Nearly 20,000 acres of Franklin 
county, Missouri, land now are devoted 
to raising the peculiarly large cobs 
essential to the industry, and several 
million cob pipes are manufactured 
vearly at Washington, where several 
factories do a thriving business. The 
soil around Washington yields about 
4.000 cobs or cob pipes to the acre. 
The cobs are seasoned for a year be- 
fore being started through the factory. 

The life of. the early Missouri meer- 
schaum’s was exceedingly short be- 
cause the bow! burned along- with the 
tobacco. Tibbe’s contribution to the 
industry was his discovery of a pat- 
ented plaster of paris filler which 
revolutionized the business. This fire- 
proofed the bowl, and the sale of the 
pipes boomed. 

Statistics recently gathered at Wash- 
ington revealed that Massachusetts led 


the list of purchasers of pipes, with 
Pennsylvania second and New York 
third. Upwards of two million pipes 
were shipped from there to Europe in 
one recént year. 

Tibbe later established a bone fac 
tory which manufactured bone bits 
for the pipes. He turned this, along 
with the original factory, over to his 
sons when he moved to California 
10 years ago. 

Curiously enough the second princi- 
pal industry of Washington is © the 
manufacture of zithers. 


DIVISION OF CHINA 
PROPOSED TO CUT 
MILITARY FORCES 


Nanking, January 18.—()—A cone 
crete scheme for the reduction of the 
military forces of China has been 
evolved at a meeting of the disband- 
ment conference. It was decided to 
divide China _jnto the six areas of 
Nanking, Loyang, Wuhan, Mukden, 
Peking and Southwest China. 

The military forces of the entire 
country are not to exceed 65 divi- 
sions, each having a total of 11,000 
men, making a standing army of 715,- 
000 men. This would entail an an- 
nual expenditure of $192,000,000 

The militagy leaders agreed to a@ 
unification of the country’s financial 
administration in accordance with pro- 
posals made by V. Soong, min- 
ister of finance. These proposals pro- 
vide for a centralization of [finances 
and proper budgeting of military ex- 
penditure which would be payable by 
the finance ministry in accordance 
with apportionments prescribed by 
the conference.

Some express money or- 
ders which had been stolen still were 
in Walker's possession when he was 
arrested Saturday. 

Walker says he is a native of Milan 
county, Texas, and was born in 1901. 

Fred Nave, held here with Walker, 
and also wanted in many cities and 
towns for crimes of various sorts, re- 
fused to make any admissions. 

Wanted In Texas. 

While the questioning of the pair 
was under way. a telegram came from 
Fred BRowels. sheriff of Pontotoc coun- 


ty, Oklahoma. It stated that Walker 
was wanted as the leader of the gang.

At one point in his highly techni- 
eal testimony Mr. Boykin interrupted 
to object on the ground that Dr. Har- 
din was needlessly protracting the 
trial with suppositions and theories 
which were discredited by the medical 
profession.

Mr. Boykin, on cross-examination, 
asked if Dr. Abrams had not died 
while still under indictment for prac- 
ticing fraud.

Upholds Objection. 

Mr. Boykin asked if it were not 
true that blood from a chicken's comb 
had been identified as blood by a fe- 
male human by Dr. Abrams and Judge 
Thomas: upheld an objection to the 
question, declaring that Dr. Abrams 
was not on trial and was not pres- 
ent to defend himself. 

The clash of allopathy and a me- 
chanical coneeption of the body came 
with the introduction of Dr. Thrash 
as rebuttal witness. It provided a 
heated, bitter attack on the Abrams 
theory and the Abrams detectograph.

|Muhamad declared himself to be the 
i“Bab” or medium of communication 
| with the source of eternal light. Henee, 
| his’ followers were known as Babis. 
| Then came a schism which divided 
| them into twu sects, under the leader- 
‘ship of Baha Ullah and Erzelis, who 
had escaped death during the martyr- 
| doms of the Babis in 1852. The name 
of the sect was changed to Bahaism. 
after Baha Ullah, who claimed that 
he was the supreme manifestation of 
heaven's purpose and regarded Bab Ali 
Muhamad as his forerunner. 

Unlike original Babism, which was 
a form of occultism and mysticism, 
modern Bahaism is practical, ethical 
and ...mopolitan. In essence it is real- 


ly a form of Mahometan theosophy. 
Its checkered history in the land of 
its birth has not prevented it from re- 
ceiving attention from religious ex- 
perimenters in Europe and America. 
The spiritual values of the cult are 
until now practically negligible in 
western civilization. Read “‘Bahaism 
and Its Claims,” by Samuel G. Wil- 
son, published by the Revell company, 
New York.

Commissioner Haines Col- 
lapses as Booth Takes 
Fight to Court. 


Sunbury-On-Thames, Eng., Januarv 
18.—(#)—-Death and the courts al- 
ruptly checked today the high coun- 
cil of the Salvation Army at its self- 
imposed task of selecting a successor 
to General Bramwell Booth. This 
business new will wait until Tuesday 
if not longer. 

Commissioner William Haines, vice 
president of the council and one of 
the delegation which requested 
resignation of the general, collansed 
and died in the council chamber at 
the ciumax of a stormy day. He had 
coneluded a short time before an im- 
passioned speech to his colleagues. 

General Booth and his followers 
successfully blocked for the mement 
the attempt of the council to sepa- 
rate him from leadership and control 
of the army founded by his father, 
A chancery court in London granted 
an injunetion restraining the council- 
lors from acting on their resolution for 
removing the general as unfit. T 
injunction was telephoned to Sunbuf' 
court so that the council might not 
anticipate it by quick action. It was 
reported to have caused a _ furore 
among the members, although the 
precincts of the meeting place were 
as strictly guarded as ever. 

Commissioner Haines was manag- 
ing director of the Salvation army 
Life Assurance society and had been 
international secretary for Europe 
with headquarters in London. He 
was famed for his successful organi- 
zation of community choruses, He 
was in his fifties. 

W. A. Greene, who made applica- 
tions to the eourt on behalf of Gen- 
eral Booth, represented the matter 
as one of urgency as the council 
might proceed to election at any mo- 
ment. He argued that the deed poll 
of 1904 executed by the late General 
William Booth for the sole purpose 
of providimg for the event of a gen- 
eral ceasing to perform the duties af 
‘his office was ultra’ vires (beyond 
‘the lawful capacity) because the trus- 
tee of a charitable trust could not al- 
‘ter a trust of his own sweet will. He 
also argued that the eouncil had re- 
fused to hear the general or his 
' couneil, 

The judge thereupon granted an in- 
|jnnetion until Monday. ordered serv- 
iice of the writ and a short notice of

“I am in receipt of your gircular 
letter under date of January 2,” the 
letter from the unnamed stockholder 
reads, “requesting proxy for the stock- 
holders’ meeting of the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana. I have been 
asked by several other stockholders 
who seem to have been solicited to 
send in their proxies to present of- 
ficers of the company, as to whether 
they should do so or not. I have no 
facts upon which to base an opinion 
excepting newspaper reports § and 
would like to know confidentially 
whether you have any information or 
whether it is your opinion that Col- 
onel Stewart had originally intended 
keeping the bonds he had possession 
of for his own personal use or not. 
If this point was stressed in the 
newspaper reports, I failed to see it 
and if not inconsistent, would be glad 
to receive any information you have 
on the subject or if you have no defi- 
nite information, your opinion, which 
I will keep confidential, if you wish.” 

The bonds referred to evidently 
were the Continental Trading com- 
pany bonds which Stewart was called 


before the senate to testify about in 


connection with its oil investigation. 
After his testimony Rockefeller called 
on him to resign and Stewart refused. 
Then Rockefeller set out to oust him. 

“We have no information,” Debe- 
voise wrote in replying to the stock- 
holder for Rockefeller, “that Colonel 
Stewart originally intended to keep 
for his personal tse the Continental 
‘Trading company bonds that were in 
his possession ‘so Jong and we do not 
wish to express any opinion in regar: 
to this or many other questions which 
naturally arise in connection with the 
whole transaction and with Colonel 
Stewart's attitude toward the senate 
investigation and his testimony before 
the senate committee. If Mr. Rocke- 
feller started to make such comments 
his contest with Colonel Stewart 
would rapidly fall from the high plane 
on which he thinks it should be kept. 
He feels that the confidence of the 
publie in the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana has been seriously impair- 


ed and that it cannot be restored with- 


out a change in leadership. We be- 
lieve that in this feeling a majority 
not only in interest but a majority in 
number agree with Mr. Rockefeller. 
and we are very anxious that everyone 
be encouraged to join with us.” 

Neither Stewart nor Rockefeller 
agents would make any definite pre- 
diction how the battle would go on 
March 7, when the annual meeting of 
the oil company takes place and by 
vote of the stockholders it is deter- 
mined whether Colonel Stewart re- 
mains as chairman or whether he is 
pushed aside by the Rockefeller 
strength.’

_ Moultrie, Ga., January 18.— (Spe- 
cial.)—R. J. Corbett, president of the 
Moultrie National bank, head of a big 
tobacco warehouse company here and 
a large stockholder in a number of 
other corporations. died this afternoon 
at ‘Thomasville, where he had been a 
patient in the John DD. Arehbold 
Memorial hospital for three weeks. 
His death resulted from a heart at- 
fack and complications and for nearly 
a week it had been known that 
could not recover. 


A memorial service will be held for 


him at his late home here Saturday 
morning at 11 o'clock after which the 
body will be carried to Currie, N. C.. 
for burial. Mr. Corbett was unmarried. 
His brother and several nieces and 
nephews survive. 

Born near Currie, in 1867, Mr. Cor- 
bett came to’ manhood when the tim- 
ber industry of North and South Caro- 
lina was passing the crest and its out- 
posts were being extended to the prac- 
tically unbroken pine forests of south 
Georgia. 

The rugged life of the open country 
appealed to him, and he picked the 
wide and thinly populated spaces near 
Baxley for the beginning of his career 
as a lumberman. He was without 
capital and his first work was as a 
laborer at a turpentine still, but with- 
in a few years had acquired vast hold- 
ings and was considered one of the 
biggest sawmill operators in south 
Georgia. 

Although rated as one of this sec- 
tion’s wealthy men, Mr. Corbett did 
not retire. He later moved to Moul- 
trie where he went into banking and 
other lines of business, in which he 
was notably successful.

Senator William E. Borah, 
taken a special interest in this case 
because of the fact that Snook for- 
merly was warden of the Idaho state 
penitentiary, has characterized the use 
of such under-cover agents as “an at- 
tempt to introduce the worse methods 
of the infamous Russian police*system 
into the United States.” As soon as 
the report of the house committee is 
available he is expected to bring the 
matter to the attention of the senate 
and demand that the use of such spies 
be stopped.

Every Member of Conference 
Agrees ToWithdraw From 
Athletic Body. 


BY PAUL R. MICKELSON. 

Chicago, . January The 
western conference has broken off re- 
lations with the Amateur Athletic 
Union of America and henceforth will 
conduct its own athletic meets inde- 
pendently, Major John L. Griffith, 
conference athletic commissioner, re- 
vealed today. 

The action, which Major Griffith 
said was agreed to by every member 
of the conference, culminates a quar- 
rel between the two organizations, 
which has been simmering for years 
but which reached its breaking point 
this past week when Northwestern 
university and Ohio State rebelled at 
A. A. U. policies. 

Northwestern decided to break with 
the A. A. U. when the latter or- 
ganization refused to sanction a 
swimming meet between the Purple 
and the Chicago Athletic association 
because several of its swimmers had 
competed in an unsanctioned meet last 
summer. Ohio State followed suit yes- 
terday when it decided to run the 
Ohio relays without seeking A. A. U. 
sanction as in the past. 

“No longer will the western 
ference bend under the yoke of 
A. A. U.,” Major Griffith told 
Associated Press. 

“We are tired of its continual de- 
mands and its general attempts to 
dominate our affairs’ Henceforth, we 
will conduct athletic meets with clubs 
and teams that we choose and will 
not pay the regular $10 tribute to ob- 
tain the heretofore required sanction. 

“The western conference’ is_ big 
enough to handle its own athletie al- 
It does not wish to govern; 
neither does it wish to be governed. 
It will strictly adhere to the amateur 
rules, of course, but will be totally 
independent of A. A. U. domination. 

“The A. A. U. was organized 40 
vears ago with a noble purpose—to 
foster amateur athletics. During the 
past decade, however, it has over- 
stepped its bounds and acted as a 
muffler on the progress of amateur 
athletics. The western conference can 
brook -its interference no longer.” 

Major Griffith predicted the Big 
Ten's action soon would be followed 
by other members of the National In- 
tercollegiate Athletie association, 
which, he said. was “tired of A. 

U. domination.” 

Avery Brundage, Chicago, president 
of the A. A. U.. has defended bis 
organization vigorously throughout its 
quarrels with the western conference, 
asserting the union's only purpose 
was to guide and not to dominate 
amateur athletics.

I'll grab one 
of his arms and you the other,” I said 
to the deputy. “The. the third man 
can take the gun.” 

This plan was agreed upon and, go- 
ing inside, we found the man stand- 
ing at the bar. Quietly we walked 
up behind him, ‘caught one arm, but 
the killer managed to jerk his left 
arm loose. With the quickness of a 
cat he went for his holster and got 
the six-shooter out.

As I grabbed he must have pulled the 
trigger. My thumb was directly over 
the first cartridge and the sharp fir- 
ing point of the hammer came down 
on it. .

We had a hard strug- 
gie, the man finally being knocked off 
his feet. As he fell the six-shooter still 
hung suspended from my thumb. I 
flung it from. me, the pin of the 
hammer tearing its way through the 
flesh. That accounts for the scar,

Their most spirited efforts, how- 
ever, failed to dissipate the uneasi- 
ness caused by the announcement last 
night of a rise in brokers’ loans to 
near the December record, and nerv- 
oushess Was aggravated during the 
day by increases in bankers’ accep- 
tance rates and a firmer tone in time 
money. About a dozen important is- 
sues receded 2 to 6 points, and trad- 
ing, while showing considerable ex- 
pansion over recent sessions, fel] short 
of the 5,000,000 share mark. Sales 
totaled but 4,935,500 shares, although 
the tape recorded a number of individ- 
ual transactions of from 5,000 to 35.,- 
QOO sharew. 

Toss-Up On Money Situation. 

The bullishly inclined were dispos- 
ed to regard the increase of 3$71,000.- 
V0O in brokers’ loans as largely off- 
set by the reduction in member bank 
borrowings. (Call money was in unex- 


'pectedly abundant supply, renewing at 


6 per cent for the first’ time in a 
week, and funds were available at 
less than that in the outside market. 
Bankers were somewhat puzzled by 
this development, and failed to see 
any underlying improvement in the 
credit structure, pointing to tue sus- 
tained firmness of time money.

Otis Elevator mounted nearly 15 
points, and Johns-Manville climbed 15, 
but lost more than half its gain later. 
St. Joseph Lead sold up about 9 points 
to a new high. 

Nickel mounted more than 7 points 
on announcement that its new Frood 
ore body has been found to be richer 
than earlier drillings indicated. 

The independent steels were buoy- 
ed up by the strength of U. S., Beth- 
lehem, Republic, Crucible and Vana- 
dium and making substantial headway. 
With the exception of Green Cananea, 
which made an extreme gain of over 
7 points, coppers turned heavy, Ken- 
necott losing more than 3.
